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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
John DeLuca on May 27 th , 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims: 

Claim 1, line 2, insert —flexible— between "one" and "winding". 
Claim 28, line 1, replace "27" with -1™. 

Claim 35, lines 1-3, delete the entire phrase "comprising at least one rotating 
machine... and electrical properties, permits" and replace with — of claim 1, wherein the 
insulation system has thermal and electrical properties, which permit — . Also, on line 3, 
delete the space in "t he". 

Cancel claim 37. 

Claim 39, line 2, insert —flexible— between "a" and "winding". 

Claim 51, line 2, insert —flexible-- between "one" and "winding". On line 2, insert 
—current carrying— before "conductor". On line 5, delete the period at the end of the claim 
and insert — , wherein the current carrying conductor comprises a plurality of insulated 
conductive strands, and at least one uninsulated conductive strand. — 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
incorporates indicated allowable subject matter of a flexible winding comprising a current 
carrying conductor with a plurality of insulated conductive strands and at least one uninsulated 
conductive strand to claims 1, 37 and 51. Claims 39-40 and 43-50 were previously allowed. 
See the preceding office action, paragraphs 12-13. 

Regarding the examiner's amendment, support for the addition of "flexible" is on p. 9, 
lines 28-35 of the specification where PEX, XLPE and EP cable insulation is described. These 
polyethylene or propylene rubber cables are inherently flexible. 

The support for the conductor strand details in the examiner's amendment is in original 
claim 9. 

Of the prior art, Schuler (US '476) teaches a bar-winding for electrical machines 
composed of twisted, insulated conductors 1 and uninsulated hollow conductors 2 (c.3, lines 
55-56; Fig.l). However, Schuler's bar-winding is not flexible, since during manufacture a 
strip of mica-resin putty 4 is placed along the bar in a partially-hardened condition (B- 
condition) and then pressed for several minutes at 180 degrees C and then allowed to harden 
(c.4, lines 28-36). Therefore, the prior art does not teach the claimed flexible winding.
